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The “Better Sires—Better Stock” Crusade 


N October 1st the United States Department of Agri- 
CO suture, in co-operation with the state and local 

agents, launched a nation-wide campaign for the im- 
provement of all classes of livestock. The aim of the 
crusade is by concentrated effort to hasten the replace- 
ment of the scrub domestic animals with purebred or high 
grade stock and to improve the quality of the purebreds 
themselves. This very desirable condition can be attained 
only by use of high class purebred sires and the method 
of procedure in the crusade is to enroll as many livestock 
breeders as possible in an agreement to use only purebred 
sires in their breeding operations. This is to apply not 
only to the breeding of cattle but horses, sheep, swine, 
poultry, etc. The details of the method of procedure are 
set forth in a booklet issued by the department of agri- 
culture. Here we find emphasized the need for improve- 
ment in the livestock of the United States and the oppor- 
tunity for improvement through intelligent breeding. The 
plans that are being put into operation simply apply on a 
nation-wide scale the successful policies that have already 
been tried in small units.. This nation-wide campaign 
will link up and co-ordinate the local campaigns that have 
been carried on in the past. The work will be conducted 
through organizations already existing and through such 
new ones as may be required to meet local needs. Several 
hundred county agents, extension men, breeders and 
others, have already signified their support. Any person 
in the United State. who keeps any kind of domestic 
livestock may take part in the campaign and be so en- 
rolled. It induces the boy or girl who has merely a pig or 
some poultry or the ranchman or extensive livestock 
breeder. The method of enrollment is simple, calling only 
for the filling out of a blank, furnished by the Department 
of Agriculture showing kind and number of animals kept 
for breeding and in which he agrees in writing that all 
sires used for breeding from the day he signs the blank 
shall be purebreds of good quality. Ownership of these 
sires is not necessary for enrollment and the females may 
be purebred, grade or scrub so long as a purebred sire 
of good quality is used. The enrollment blanks are dis- 
tributed through county agents and individual owners 
upon their request to through the Department of Agri- 
culture. To every breeder enrolling is issued an official 
emblem bearing the name and address of the livestock 
owner, date of enrolling and a serial number signifying 
the order in which it was issued. It carries the seal of the 
United States Department of Agriculture and space for 
signatures of the officials co-operating. Periodical state- 
ments regarding the progress of the crusade will be issued 
by the U. S. Department of Agriculture which should help 
to maintain interest in the campaign. The department 
plans to give all assistance possible to breeders who wish 
to enter more extensively in any form of livestock breed- 
ing and toward that end is planning as complete a list as 
possible of the dominant breeds in each county so that 
prospective purchasers may have a better idea of where to 
go in search of stock and also to offer encouragement 
for other breeders in those localities to concentrate their 


efforts on the same breeds. We are glad to present the 
following statement from U. G. Houck, Acting Chief of 
Bureau. 

The United States Department of Agriculture is going 
to try to induce every farmer to breed his animals only 
to purebred sires, but it is not going to accept a pedigree 
as proof that an animal is a worthy sire. In other words, 
while the department is going after the scalp of the 
mongrel scrub, it is after the scalp of the purebred scrub 
just a little bit harder, if possible. In its “Better Sires— 
Better Stock” crusade, it is going to insist on individuality 
as well as breeding. This was brought out at the formal 
meeting held this morning in the office of the chief of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry to launch the crusade. 

States Enrolled in Crusade 
' At the moment of officially launching the crusade, 24 
states and the District of Columbia were definitely en- 
rolled and the delay in most of the others is merely a 
matter of deciding through what agencies the work shall 
be done. 

Department of Agriculture specialists in various phases 
of livestock work are agreed that the better sires cam- 
paign will give added impetus to their particular work. 
Cattle fever tick eradication, bovine tuberculosis eradica- 
tion, cow testing association work, cooperative bull asso- 
ciation work, hog cholera control, county livestock asso- 
ciation work and many other efforts, all will receive 
added impetus from the better sires campaign. On the 
other hand, all of these things will aid the campaign. In 
fact, they have paved the way for it. The man who has 
cut down his scrub herd to escape dipping costs in the 
tick eradication campaign is in better position to build 
up with pure blood. The man who has cleaned out on 
account of tuberculosis is ready to start again with pure- 
bred animals. And so of all the rest of them. 

Benefits in Many Ways 

As Department of Agriculture officials see it. the 
campaign will bé beneficial in many ways. The man who 
buys a purebred or two will take more interest in his 
live stock than when he had only scrubs, will be inclined 
to give them closer attention, better housing facilities, 
more carefully selected feed. In short, it will put him in 
the way of becoming a better all-round farmer. The better 
stock will return larger profits and the farmer will be in 
better position to extend his operations or improve his 
condition. Larger quantities of food products of superior 
quality will be produced and the consumer also will derive 
a direct benefit.

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IRST as an outsider looking in, and 
F then as an insider looking out, 

Waukesha county has always pre- 
sented an interesting study. There is no 
question but what Waukesha county is the greatest pure- 
pred dairy cattle center in the country, and there is also 
no question but what there are at least some counties 
with greater natural advantages who have not forged to 
the front so rapidly. ; , 

Perhaps my Waukesha county friends do not like this 
reference to natural advantages, by which I mean a deep, 
black soil that a hundred years of grain farming cannot 
exhaust. But the fact of the matter is, that Waukesha 
county, or at least large stretches of it, suffered for not a 
hundred but for fifty years under a ruinous system of grain 
farming, or until the county was forced to follow the lead 
of the rest of Wisconsin and look towards her livestock, 
and particularly her dairying, for salvation. 

Today they do not talk much about exhausted soils in 
Waukesha county, and this transformation has been 
brought about by the dairy 
cows. Not only is Waukesha 
the Guernsey center of the 
world, but as a Holstein cen- 
ter it today has a lead over 
all the other dairy breeds 
of the county that is com- 
manding. There are more 
Holsteins in Waukesha 
county, by which is meant 
both grades and purebreds. 
by two times than all the 
other breeds combined, and 
there are 40 registered Hol- 
stein bulls in Waukesha 
county valued at $400,000. 
Any community that can 
boast of 40 Holstein bulls 
worth an average of $10,000 
each certainly can claim to 
be a center for the best bred 
stuff the breed affords. 

What has been the driving force back of the growth 
of Waukesha county’s Holstein industry? First there has 
been, of course, the intrinsic merit of the Holstein cow her- 
self. The farmers who gave her a fair trial found that 
their bank books waxed fat in proportion, so they got still 
more Holstein cows, and gradually drifted, or rather grew, 
from grades into purebred herds. 

But natural growth, rapid as it is, can be assisted ma- 
terially by far sighted organization. So in 1906 the Wau- 
kesha County Holstein Breeders’ Association was orga- 
nized, with C. R. Montague as the first president and Robert 
L. Baird as the first secretary. 

At that time the Holstein interests of the county were 
small and undeveloped. Very few men were breeding 
purebreds, and these men who kept registered herds had 
not paid much attention to the records back of the bulls 
at the head of their herds. 

Today there are 200 members of the Waukesha County 
Breeders’ Association, and 500 more men are using pure- 
bred bulls who are not members. This can be explained 
by the fact that no membership campaign has ever been 
made, as the officers of the association have felt that 
their organization could be most useful where the mem- 
bership was 100 per cent enthusiastic. 

The association maintains an office in the city, where 
the secretary and a stenographer are at the service of the 
members of the association. Hardly a day goes by but 

what some man comes in and asks about membership, and 
such a man, when he is admitted, is the best kind of 
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The Waukesha Breeders Sale Pavilion, which also serves 
as a community hall, and has been used for church services. 
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membership material. There are no dead 
heads in such a list. 

Another method of developing the 
Holstein industry in Waukesha county 
has been the annual public sale. Ten sales under the direct 
supervision and management of the association itself have 
now been held, and the last one, the 1919 spring sale, with 
its average of $419 for over a hundred head broke the 
average then held by any other county sale of similar size. 

One of the earliest men who undertook to put large 
scale stock farming upon a business basis in Waukesha 
county was Fred Pabst, present member of the board of 
directors of the National association. Mr. Pabst erected a 
modern set of buildings and embarked actively in the 
breeding of Percheron horses, Berkshire swine, and Hol- 
stein cattle. In the early years the principal emphasis was 
laid upon the horse business, but gradually all of the 
Percherons and most of the hackneys were disposed of. 

I suppose Mr. Pabst would be the first to admit that he 
did not foresee the great part the Holstein cow was to play 
i in his future operations 
when he laid the founda- 
tions for his stock farms at 
Oconomowoc. He was de- 
termined however that the 
farms should pay, and as 
the bookkeeper’s reports 
appeared year after year, 
their logic was unescapable: 
the Holstein cow was pay- 
ing her way. 

Mr. Pabst has been a 
constructive breeder, and a 
whole article could be writ- 
ten about the remarkable 
work he has done in devel- 
oping King Pontiac Cham- 
pion, sire of 105 A. R. O. 
daughters, and 16 of them 
with records over 30 Ibs 
In the young bull Creator 
he has found a fitting sire 
to use upon the daughters of King Pontiac Champion. 

Mr. Pabst has also been a keen student of Holstein 
affairs and has taken an active part in the deliberations 
of the National association. His word and influence has 
always been on the side of progress and sensible advance- 
ment. When men of his type are in the saddle the 
Holstein cow is in competent and honorable hands, 

Not very far from the Pabst Stock Farms are the fa- 
mous Hollyhock and Tamarack Farms, of Dousman, a 
domain of 3,600 acres owned by Col. Gustave Pabst and 
under the management of Fred Southcott, a director of the 
Wisconsin Holstein Breeders’ association. These farms 
are the largest area under the control of one man in 
Waukesha county. 

The Holstein-Friesian cow is the pivot around which 
the farming operations are centered. At first another 
breed was considered, but after a short trial Col. Pabst 
was “sold” upon the Holstein, and today he is one of 
the most enthusiastic devotees of the black and white in 
Wisconsin. 

Col. Pabst has been breeding Holsteins only 3% years, 
but in that time has made one 32-lb., one 29-lb. as well 
as one 25-lb. junior three-year-old, one 18-lb. senior year- 
ling record, and many others. He has recently paid $32,- 
500 for a half interest in that great bull, Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes 41st, a bull of outstanding breeding and 
individuality. Col. Pabst bought him because of the re- 
markable long distance records back of him, and expects to 
confine testing principally to 305 and 365-day records, 
although 7-day testing will also be done.

Dave Howell is typical of the majority of Waukesha county’s farmers and 
breeders. Conservative, careful, honest, his career is a lesson for the farmer 
breeder everywhere. While he has made handsomely on his Holsteins from 
the sale of breeding animals, his first requirement has been that they must 
pay at the pail, and have done so. 

Aitken Brothers are Waukesha county boys who went to New York and 
made a success in the moving picture business. This enabled them to do what 
they had long planned, take the old home farm and develop it into a Holstein 
establishment. Upon it they have placed Fred Klussendorf, one of the most 
practicak young stockmen of the country, and allowed him to buy an interest 
in the business. Here, without any sensational display of money, the work 
of building up a great producing herd of Holsteins goes steadily forward. At the 
head of this herd has been placed King Bess Johanna Ormsby, a 40-lb. bull 
coming rapidly to the front, with his seven nearest dams averaging over 1000 
lb. butter in a year. 

When the Carnation Farms, of Seattle, saw the need of expanding and 
acquiring another center at which to breed and from which to disseminate 
Holsteins, they looked over the entire country for a suitable location. That 
they finally selected Oconomowoc, Waukesha county, is their expression in 
concrete form of their realization that Waukesha county was destined to be 
one of the foremost centers of Holstein interest in the United States. 

On the Oconomowoc farm the Carnation company has placed Avon Pontiac 
Echo, half brother to the famous $106,000 Carnation King Sylvia. Carnation 
Farms are not only striving for high records but they are also giving unusual 
attention to type. Any visitor to the farms cannot help but be impressed with 
the uniformity of conformation and the strikingness of individuality found 
there. 

Carnation Farms are co-operating whole heartedly with the Waukesha 
county association. One of their policies which has been appreciated is their 
willingness to sell good bulls at moderate prices to farmers and patrons of their 
condensaries, so as to get them started in the production of better dairy cows. 

Failing health persuaded George J. Schuster, a tobacco man of Milwaukee 
to buy a farm at Mukwonago, and take up his residence there. For over 15 years 
he has devoted himself actively to the purebred Holstein business. At first he 
kept a herd of mixed cows, and the results were discouraging. Thoroughly dis- 
gusted with the dairy business, and ready to quit, he happened to visit the 
great herd of W. J. Gillett, of Rosendale, Wis. Here he saw a new vision, and 
enthused with the possibilities of the Holstein breeding business, he went home 
and replaced his scrubs with registered Holsteins. He has now built up an ex- 
ceedingly fine herd along the De Kol and Oruisby blood lines, and has brought 
to his Holstein affairs those business principles he learned in the tobacco trade. 

Stuart Reid, of Oconomowoc, is a type of young man who has done a great 
deal and will do more in developing Waukesha county as a real center of the 
best Holsteins. A graduate of the long course of the Wisconsin College of 
Agriculture, he has that foundation of a broad and exact education which is 
helping him in the management of the fine herd owned in connection with his 
father, who operates a creamery. The Reids recently sold their herd sire for 
$7,500 and have replaced him with one of similar breeding from the BE. C. 
Schroeder farms. Stuart Reid is president of the Waukesha County Holstein 
Breeders Association, and is one of the active workers for county advancement, 

Not actually in Waukesha county, but just over the border towards the 
east, Rust Brothers, of West Allis, have been affiliated with the county organi- 
zation for all practical purposes. They have exhibited purebred Holsteins at 
the Wisconsin state fair for 26 years, a record surpassed by no other breeder

Closer Verification for Official Tests 


T will be recalled that in our issue of Oct. 11th we 
] drew some conclusions from the Cole incident in rela- 

tion to the need for tightening up the supervision of 
our records and the necessity for every breeder co-operat- 
ing and keeping the supervision strictly up to the mark. 
We are pleased to report that we have now received a 
personal letter from Supt. Gardner expressing his fullest 
approval of the recommendations offered and pointing out 
that in part they have already been adopted, in particular 
a new set of rules regarding supervision of 7-day records 
insofar as they relate to the environment of the cow and 
for the conduct of verification tests. We present herewith 
the complete text of new rules, which were put into effect 
fh July, 1919 and sent out to colleges in printed form in 
August 1919: 


To Supervisors Conducting Tests for Advanced Registry 


“In spite of the oversight of sharp-eyed supervisors con- 
scientiously trying to conduct tests in accordance with our 
earefully drawn rules, it has been possible for a milker to 
put it over on supervisors and so beat the game by making 
a fraudulent test. It is evident that the supervision of tests 
for advanced registration must be even more carefully done in 
the future than in the past, and that no supervisor can safely 
place any confidence in the honor of any milker. Milkers as a 
rule are honest; and to protect the honest milker from the 
competition of the dishonest man is the work of the supervisor. 
A careless or easily fooled supervisor is no good at all, and may 
be both a disgrace to his college and a damage to the cattle 
association trusting him. Remember that with a dishonest 
milker it is his wits against yours. Never leave your box un- 
locked, and put the key where it cannot be sneaked while you 
sleep. Fasten it to your wrist or waist if need be. Be kindly 
in thought, courteous in word, helpful in advice when asked; but 
keep your eyes open at all times and on the milker every minute 
while he is milking. Until the Hand Book can be revised the 
two following rules are to be considered as supplementary to 
those found in the Hand Book. 


Preparation for Test—Cow and Milker. 


“The cow to be tested shall be so placed as to give the 
supervisor of the test. a clear view of the milker during the 
whole process of milking. Any darkened stall or arrangement 
out of the ordinary shall be regarded with suspicion, and any 
such conditions shall be reported by the supervisor to his ap- 
pointing officer and to the Superintendent of Advanced Registry. 
Before beginning to milk the milker shall give the supervisor 
full opportunity for close examination of his clothing, and shall 
strip to his shirt for examination if requested. Any refusal on 
the part of the milker to remove clothing, or to allow the su- 
pervisor to make the examination by touch of hands, will be 
construed as evidence of intent to. make a fraudulent test. The 
supervisor. shall carefully examine the milker’s clothing by 
touch and shall make sure that the milker has not concealed 
about his person any rubber water bottle. tubular belt, double 
lined shirt, or other device that may contain cream. The 
supervisor shall also inspect the pail, and shall hand it to the 
milker after he is seated. As soon as the milking is finished 
the milker shall hand the pail to the supervisor for weighing 
and taking the sample, and shall not begin to milk any other 
cow till the supervisor is again ready. 
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Conduct of Verification Tests 


“All verification tests are to be const: - 
pervisors alternating in keeping the cow gone, , the su. 
and each relieving the other at fixed hours. Each seat 
will, if possible, have his own outfit; and if there be be 
outfit, the supervisor assisting should be provided with he _ 
lock, The case should be kept double locked, each su s Own 
retaining his own key.

Mr. Gardner points out in his letter the fallacy of the 
belief which some breeders seem to hold that the Cole 
incident is a reflection entirely upon the 7-day test and 
that it should be thrown aside. Mr. Gardner points out jp 
his letter that if the 7-day test could be beaten, as Claimed, | 
it is evident that it would have been proportionately easy 
to beat the 2-day test required in the semi-official work. 
Special rules have been devised, and recently put into 
effect, in the conduct of semi-official tests which should 
help in checking up on any breeders who may be attempt: 
ing to beat the long time game in one way or another. We 
append the new regulations on this subject: 


Automatic Long-Time Retests. 

If in any monthly two-day test, begun not earlier thay 
thirty days from freshening, any cow shall show a production 
exceeding’ the amounts given in the table below, such produc. 
tion shall automatically require another two-day test to be 
made within ten days of the close of the original test and bya 
different supervisor. Should any cow in any monthly tesi, 
made not less than thirty days nor more than seven months from 
freshening, though not exceeding the production in butterfat 
specified in the table yet show an average per cent of fat in the 
milk for any month’s test during that six months’ time ex- 
ceeding 4 per cent, with no marked falling off in milk produc- 
tion near or at the time of test, such as results from a cow not 
being in normal condition, such high per cent fat shall automat- 
ically require a second two-day test the same as for large fat 
production. Should the first and second monthly test periods 
both show large production or high per cent fat, the Superin- 
tendent of Advanced Registry may order a constant watch 
verification test of such length as he may deem advisable.

It will be noted that retests are automatically required 
for cows showing fat production above certain minimum 
amounts or which show anything approaching the abnormal 
in percentage of fat. In either case a 2-day retest within 
10 days and by a different supervisor is required and if 
both first and second tests show a large production or 
abnormally high percentage of fat a constant watch veri 
fication test may be ordered by the superintendent of Ad- 
vanced Registry until he is satisfied in the case. It would 
seem that this regulation, if carefully enforced, should 
discover and check any efforts at irregular stimulation. 
We are glad to correct the impression given in a formef 
editorial referred to that changes of this nature were 
still to be worked out as it appears from Mr. Gardner's 
letter that they have been in force for a number of months. 
The subject of bonuses which without a doubt is respol- 
sible for a great deal of the temptation for fraud in co- 
nection with large barn records is a delicate one to 
handle. In a sense it is meddling in the business of re 
sponsible breeders who feel that by adopting the bonus 
system they can get their men to take more interest in 
their work and thus build a more successful breeding es 





it is one of the most serious things in connection wit 
the business of making cattle records today. In his letter 

the World Mr. Gardner states that without question the 
bonus is at the bottom of most of his troubles in carrying 
on the work of his office. The making of large milk and 
butter records of either the short or long time variety 
is a skilled cc'ence and it is al-o hard and exrcting labor. 
Also, there is no question but that the man who has the 
knowledge and ability to enable him to make a success

There is however, no doubt in our mind but 
that the disadvantages far outweigh the advantages of 
ne bonus system which might be referred to as the root 
of all evil in the business of making butter records on 
dairy cows. Let us therefore take as drastic action as 
possible in eliminating it and, even if we do not make so 
many large records, we will most certainly have a smaller 


number that require apology or explanation. 


Better Sires—Better Stock 


OLSTEIN breeders should be especially interested 
H:: the nation-wide crusade for better livestock re- 

cently inaugurated by the United ‘States Department 
of Agriculture in co-operation with various state and 
local agencies. In our own breed we have positive evi- 
dence of the value of good purebred sires in improving 
our: dairy cattle. We have seen grade cows with one or 
two crosses of pure breeding that produce more than 
double the amount of milk and fat given by the original 
scrub dams. With every reader of the World an enthu- 
siast on the value of pure breeding what a force they 
can be for the success of this livestock improvement cru- 
sade right in their own localities. Almost invariably the 
men who are using a scrub sire are the least educated 
and most unprogressive farmers ‘in their neighborhood. 
They are hard to reach in a campaign of this kind because 
for the most part they do not read many farm papers and 
do not attend meetings where their more progressive 
neighbors meet to exchange ideas. There is accordingly a 
great opportunity for personal work by the men, who 
have been using purebred sires and who. have obtained 
better results from the practice, to bring the message to 
these keepers of scrub livestock and sell them the idea so 
well expressed in the slogan of this national crusade. 
If you can eliminate the scrub sire from your county or 
your township you will find that the effort will pay you 
big dividends. You will find, almost before you know it, 
that your locality has a reputation as a place where quality 
livestock can be secured in quantity. You will find that 
your own business is more profitable, you will find that 


| a former scrub-keeping neighbor will be just as much 


changed as the livestock he keeps and prosperity will 
smile on your whole community. This crusade is one of 
the biggest things ever undertaken for the livestock in- 
terests of the United States. Let us all get behind it 
and make it return dividends in proportion to its possi- 
bilities. 


Minerva Beets 


On the cover this week appears the latest picture of 
that perennial champion, Minerva Beets No. 85791. This 
picture, aside from showing the greatest prize-winner of 
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ns every cent he gets, no matter how much it

the breed, possesses extraordinary human interest for it 
shows the man who bred Minerva and who sold her years 
ago to Bob Haeger who has made a reputation for all 
three of them by giving Minerva the opportunity. Mr. 
Vannedom made the trip down to the Dairy Show this year 
from Marshfield, Wis., especially to have his picture taken 
with the cow that represents the acme of perfection in the 
breeder’s art. Minerva Beets first came into prominence 
in 1914, the fateful year when the foot and mouth disease 
epidemic threatened to wreck the cattle exhibit at the 
National Dairy Show. That year under Judge Mos- 
crip Minerva was made Grand Champion; the next year 
there was no Dairy Show but in 1916-17-18-19 she hag. ré- 
peated each year her grand champion honors, thus setting 
up a record of continuous show ring achievement that no 
other cow has ever approached and this in spite of the 
fact that she will be fourteen years old next December 
and that for a number of years hack it has been the dearest 
wish of many a breeder to bring out a cow that would beat 
Minerva; but she has gone right on above the best of them, 
her only evidence of age, until perhaps this season, being 
an increasing tendency to grayness about the head. By 
comparing the picture on the cover, which shows her at 
almost fourteen years of age, with earlier pictures a few 
evidences of age will be evident but in spite of them we 
have yet to hear among those who were present at Chica- 
go this year, a single voice dissenting from the decision of 
Judge Moscrip in again awarding her the purple banner. 

It is unfortunate in a way that Minerva Beets has never 
been given an opportunity to show her real worth as a 
producer. As a 5-year-old she made a 7 day record of 22.28 
lbs. butter, 494.1 lbs. milk and since that time she has 
never been tested. Since coming into the possession of Mr. 
Haeger of course she has been bred to freshen shortly be- 
fore the opening of the fair circuit and after making the 
rounds of the fair circuit, record making has seemed to be 
out of the question. Her sire is Netherland Prince Van 
Monk and her dam is Beauty Beets etherland.Minerva has 
a large family which however is considerably scattered 
around the country, only two of her offspring still remaining 
in the Haeger herd. One of these is her young daughter, 
born at the New York State Fair this year and the other is 
her yearling son by Paul Calamo Korndyke who has been 
a winner at many of the leading fairs. 

We would like to present a complete list of the winnings 
of Minerva Beets but it would make a pretty bulky story. 
She has won at New York State Fair at least four different 
years and she has likewise been a Grand Champion at Ohio 
and Illinois State Fairs and the Dairy Cattle Congress. 

Ordinarily we would be inclined to be surprised to see 
Minerva Beets come out next season in Grand Champion- 
ship form but she has sprung this same surprise so often in 
the past and appeared again in full bloom after the experts 
and dopestrs had all written finis to her record, that it 
would be more logical to be surprised if she fails to come 
out next year and win as a 15-year-old.

Let me 
say, if you have come to regard him 
as a sloper and anything but a high 
class sire, you had better dismiss that 
thought. That was my opinion, I con- 
fess. I was as much surprised in 
finding such a sire as was Willard 
when he met his Waterloo. King Se- 
gis Pontiac Konigen is one of the 
straightest sires I have ever seen— 
his rump is as near perfect as it can 
be—his back is strong and level and 
he has the length of an ocean liner. 
He is a most remarkable sire and his 
get are equally as pleasing. They are 
real dairy cows and promise to figure 
largely in maintaining that reputation 
for size, squareness of rump and level- 
ness of udder so prevalent with 
Dutchland animals. Several of them 
now under long time test will hang 
up records of which every one will 
be proud.

Of 
the seven we saw, five had made over 
20 Ibs. as 2-year-olds and were now 
producing close to 50 Ibs. per day, 
with nearly one half of their year 
gone. A pair of twin daughters of 
King Segis Pontiac Konigen were 
simply marvelous. In fact, the entire 
string were just as you would have 
them—unbelievably perfect. 

To pass briefly in review, we saw 
such history making cows as Dutch- 
land Colantha Vale, former world 
champion 2-year-old and daughter of 
Creamelle Vale; Dutchland Change- 
ling Colantha Lad, former world 
champion 3-year-old and daughter vu 
Ready Change; Dutchland Colantha 
Denver, highest yearly record daugh- 
ter of her sire from old April Den- 
ver—also her three full sisters; 
Dutchland Cornucopia Hengerveld 2d, 
three times over 30 lbs. and her three 
full sisters, nearly all of them 600-lb. 
daughters of old Colantha Johanna 
Lad, now along in years but retaining 
all those superior qualities characte: 
istic of the get of their sire. 

The Dutchland herd as it is today 
is distinctly one of a breeder. I be- 
lieve I am safe in saying that less 
than a score of the animals, outside 
of the 31 by King Segis Pontiac Kon- 
igen, were not bred on the farm. 
The daughters of the highest produc- 
ing cows have always been main- 
tained for breeding purposes, and with 
these divided into sire groups, as fol- 
lows: 70 by King Segis Pontiac Kon- 
igen; 40 by Colantha Johanna Lad 
and an equal number by Dutchland 
Creamelle Korndyke Lad, it requires 
no stretch of imagination to appre- 
ciate what a truly remarkable herd it 
is.

It gave a representative of the 
World great pleasure to visit the herd 
of A. S. Neale at Manhattan, Kansas, 
recently. Mr. Neale will be remem- 
bered by readers of the World as the 
man who made such an important pur- 
chase last summer from E. A. Powell’s 
Lakeside Herd at Syracuse, N. Y., 
when he purchased Lakeside King 
Segis Alban De Kol and some of the 
best members of the Glista and Model 
families. 

The writer found at Mr. Neale’s the 
makings of a splendid Holstein estab- 
lishment. The chief interest, of course, 
centered around the bull, Lakeside 
King Segis Alban De Kol who is, in- 
dividually, one of the very best sons, 
if not the best, of King Segis. His 
dam, De Kol 2d’s Alban’s De Kol, was 


for a long time the largest producing 
cow of her age; her 26-lb. record being 
made at the advanced age of 13 years. 
The bull himself has a good list of 
daughters with records up to 27 pounds 
including a number of 25 and 26-lb. 
heifers. He has not as yet had any 
daughters born on Mr. Neale’s place 
but his offspring at Lakeside Herd 
have for years been consistent prize- 
winners at the New York State Fair 
and the bull himself has for a great 
many years, nearly always, gotten in- 
side the money at that show.

boosting they have done for the breed 
in this way; they have also put a num- 
ber of fine A. R. O. records upon their 
herd. 

Anether one of the older establish- 
ments of Waukesha county is S. A. 
Baird & Son, the farm now being un- 
der the active management of Robert 
L. Baird, the first secretary of the as- 
sociation. The father, S. A., was active 
for years in the farmers’ institutes, 
and in the livestock organizations of 
the state; he has been one of the most 
eloquent preachers of the gospel of 
the pure bred sire, and particularly 
the Holstein bull. 

Not many farmers go into the cattle 
business by keeping only pure breds 
right off the reel. Yet this is exactly 
what W. J. Mann & Son, of Waukesha, 
have done. They have never had a 
grade cow on the place. They used to 
do grain farming, and raised sheep 
and horses, but kept only enough cows 
to supply the family’s needs. When 
they decided to go into dairying, they 
figured that a conservative invest- 
ment in pure breds would pay bigger 
dividends than by taking more time 
experimenting with grades. 

They have never had occasion to 
regret their move. In the 10 years 
that they have kept Holsteins they 
have built up a good herd of well bred 
individuals by using the best sires 
they could get, and by careful selec- 
tion of their foundation cows. They 
have made their herd pay at the milk 
pail and in the breeding pens. The 
Manns are a good object lesson to the 
farmer who is afraid of starting with 
pure breds. 
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Five miles to the south of Waukes- 
ha are Baird Brothers, James and 
Will. They have developed a _ herd 
along lines of both production and 
type. One of their cows holds a 35-lb. 
record and another cow with a 30-lb. 
record to her credit has been a sericus 
contender for show honors, having 
won second place at the 1918 and 1919 
Wisconsin state fairs under very 
strong competition, being beaten only 
by the grand champions. 

Will Baird has been secretary of the 
Waukesha association for 5 years, 
maintaining an office in Waukesha for 
the convenience of the breeders. He 
has been actively connected with Hol- 
stein affairs in Wisconsin for the past 
five years. 

To include every man who has ac- 
complished noteworthy things in 
Waukesha county would almost be a 
directory of its Holstein breeders. The 
few names that were selected for dis- 
cussion represent pretty fairly the 
type of men who, taken as a whole, 
have made and are making Waukesha 
county what it is. 

Mention has already been made of 
the 40 bulls worth $400,000. At the 
National sale held at Detroit, a syndi- 
cate of Waukesha breeders bought 
King Superba for $2025. He was the 
first community Holstein bull in Wau- 
kesha county, and shortly after he 
was purchased, a price of $10,000 was 
refused for him. There are now about 
150 of his daughters in the county, 
and they will be given every chance 
to prove their worth. Since King Su- 
perba was bought, other community

bulls have been acquired, and this 
spirit of co-operation is really what 
gave the initial impulse to the move- 
ment which resulted in the present 
tremendous’ sire resources of the 
county. 
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The consignment sales have al- 
ready been mentioned. At first these 
were held in tents, but these proved 
so unsatisfactory, that the livestock 
interests and business men of Way. 
kesha county formed a corporation to 
build a modern sales pavilion and 
barn. This has now been completed, a 
handsome structure in brick and steel 
and insures the absolute protection of 
the animals in the sale and the com. 
fort of the buyers. 

It has been the steady policy at 
these consignment sales, held strictly 
under the jurisdiction of the associa. 
tion, to put them upon a basis which 
demanded and merited the respect 
and confidence of the buying public. 
The policy of the square deal has been 
written into the warp and woof of 
Waukesha county, and while it is but 
natural that there should be some dif. 
ferences where so many cattle are 
kept, the Waukesha breeders have 
held the confidence of the outside men, 
This has been one of the strong links 
in the chain of Waukesha’s Holstein 
progress.

A copy of Volume 8 of the Canadian 
Holstein-Friesian year book has just 
been received at this office, and upon 
looking it over, we are convinced 
that it is a book that is absolutely 
necessary to every Canadian Holstein 
breeder and that it should be very 
useful as well as of great interest to 
breeders of Holsteins anywhere. The 
book gives a complete list of all the 
records entered in the record of merit 
and all the long time records entered 
in the record of performance from May 
1, 1918 to April 30, 1919, giving the 
complete records and the names of the 
owners. It also gives the names and 
complete records of every animal ever 
entered in either the record of merit 
or the record of performance, listed 
both under the names of their sires 
and under the names of their dams, 
similar to the well-known Blue Book 
of the American Association. The 
book also gives a number of sum- 
maries such as the largest records 
that have been made in the various 
classes of the different divisions and 
also contains a list of cows that have 
made over 24 lbs. of fat in Canada, 
another list of cows that have mad 
over 96 lbs. of fat in 30 days and one 
of cows that have produced 100 Ib. of 
milk in a day. There is also a list of 
20,000 lb. cows in the record of per- 
formance which is followed by a list 
of the year records made in Canada 
under official supervision and Cana- 
dian year records made under the 
American rules. for semi-official test. 
In view of the close relations now 
existing between Canadian and Ameri- 
can breeders since the passing of the 
reciprocity resolution, it seems that 
the Canadian year book would be 4 
valuable addition to any Holstein 
man’s library.

family was developed. Other members 
of the Lakeside purchase include some 
of the best descendants of Annie De 
Kol Butter Girl, a famous show cow 
and three times 30-lb. cow with a 
two times 30-lb. daughter. Another im- 
portant portion of the herd is a group 
of 20 sisters that Mr. Neale purchased 
in Ohio. None of them have ever been 
tested as the party from whom they 
were purchased has never done any 
official testing but if, the writer is any 
judge of Holstein quality every one is 
a candidate for a good record. Every 
one is a large, fine, perfectly straight 
and square cow with a perfect udder, 
and showing splendid dairy quality in 
every line. They are all daughters of Jo- 
hanna Beets who is a son of the great 
34-lb. century sire, Aaggie Cornucopia 
Johanna Lad, and is a full brother to 
his best record daughter. Their dams, 
in nearly every case, combine the blood 
of Sir Johanna Segis, a son of King 
Segis—and Aaggie 3d’s Wayne’s Paul 
De Kol who is one of the best known 
fires of the breed having three daugh- 
ters with year records above 1200 lbs. 
butter. They are a very uniform lot 
and would be picked out anywhere for 
sisters. 

At Mr. Neale’s place the World rep- 
resentative saw one of the finest lot 
of calves that it was ever his pleasure 
to look over. They are, in nearly 
every case, offspring of Mr. Neale’s 
two former herd sires both of whom 
he lost by accident. The first was a 
son of Kingwood Maplecrest Johanna, 
the latter a son of Friend Hengerveld 
De Kol Butter Boy who, for a number 
of years, was leading sire in respect 
to yearly production. He is further 
famous for his five 30-lb. daughters 
each of which has a 30-lb. daughter 
of her own. The dam, Maplecrest Pon- 
tiac Hartog, is a 24-lb. daughter of 
Pontiac Aaggie Korndyke from a 30- 
Ib. dam and is a full sister to a 30-lb. 
cow that has a 1200-lb. year record. 
The dam of Mr.: Neale’s bull was Jo- 
hanna. Von Harlingen De Kol who 
made her 27-lb. record from 729 Ibs. 
milk and who has a year record of 
1157.41 Ibs. butter from 27,687 lbs. 
milk. She is one of the best daugh- 
ters of Johanna Rue 3d’s Lad. When 
this bull died of cancer, Mr. Neale 
purchased a son of Canary Paul Fobes 
Homestead who is a rather famous son 
of a former world’s champion, Jessie 
Fobes Bessie Homestead. She has 
made three records averaging over 34 
Ibs. butter—she being the first cow 
of whom this could be said. The dam, 
a 31-lb. daughter of Homestead Jr. De 
Kol was a three-quarter sister to 
Grace Fayne 2d’s Homestead, the 
first 3514-lb. cow. This bull died from 
eating a small piece of baling wire 
but Mr. Neale has one crop of his 
offspring and very fine calves they 
are, practically without exception, per. 
fectly straight on the rump with beau- 
tiful barrels, showing great quality 
throughout. The same may be said 
of the daughters of his first sire. 

The Neale cattle are housed in a 
good substantial barn but Mr. Neale 
feels that some improvements could be 
made especially in regard to a test 
barn. A calf barn is also in process 
of erection and will contain one or 
two novel features of which we might 
mention the method of feeding the 
calves. Mrs. Smith, wife of one of Mr. 
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Neale’s right hand men, has what we 
call a knack for raising calves and has 
suggested the use of gallon crocks for 
feeding the calves which will be set in 
a hole in a small bench in front of 
each of the individual calf stalls 
be kept clean and sanitary with less 
care than the ordinary calf pail. 

The dairy is equipped with a pas 
teurizing plant and at present the sur- 
plus milk is pasteurized and sent to 
the Military Hospital at Fort Plain. 
Very soon, however, Mr. Neale will 
begin delivering pasteurized milk 
bottled for the retail trade in Manhat- 
tan. 

Mr. Neale has two sons, the elder 
of whom acts as Farm Manager, the 
younger just completing his course at 
Kansas State College. We believe that 
Mr. Neale is to be congratulated, not 
only upon the splendid herd that he 
is building up but also upon the fact 
that he is raising up two such sons to 
assist him in the development of his 
herd. 

Mr. Neale was for a number of years 
an extension man connected with Kan- 
sas State College and he is one of the 
best judges of Holsteins in the state, 
Officiating as judge this year, at the

PLAN FOR REDUCING PRICE OF 
MILK 


Numerous investigations of the 
costs of marketing fluid milk have 
developed the fact that in most mar- 
kets the greater portion of the margin 
between farm prices and city retail 
prices of milk goes to defray the ex- 
penses of city milk dealers. Analyses 
of the expenses of numerous dealers 
in different cities show, moreover, 
that approximately from 2-3 to % of 
the difference between the cost of 
milk delivered in bulk at city railway 
terminals and the price at which it is 
sold to retail trade, is accounted for 
by the costs of city distribution, i. e., 
city delivery expenses as_ distin- 
guished from expenses of plant opera- 
tion. In other words only about 1-3 or 
4 of the dealer’s total “spread” is to 
be accounted for by plant expenses 
such as are entailed in the receiviny, 
weighing, clarifying, pasteurizing, 
bottling and cooling of the milk, and 
the cleansing and sterilizing of cans 
and bottles. 

These facts suggest that the great- 
est possibilities of reducing the costs 
of market distribution of milk are to 
be found in the delivery end of the 
business rather than in plant opera- 
tions. While there are considerable 
variations in the plant costs of dif- 
ferent milk marketing concerns (de- 
pendent largely on the extent to 
which different sized plants are 
operated at full capacity) by far the 
most striking illustration of wasteful- 
ness of competitive activities in mar- 
ket distribution are to be found in the 
great differences in the per unit cost 
of sales to retail trade. Generally 
speaking the costs of selling and de- 


(a) The term “gross profits” is used 
in this connection to represent the » © 
difference between the gross daily > 
sales and the cost of milk delivered at ‘ 
city plant plus plant expenses, wages 
and commissions of routemen and 
cost of feed to horses or oil and sup 
plies of trucks. 

A comparison of the average volume 
of daily sales per route shown in the 
foregoing table with the usual aver- 
age amount of sales on most retail 
routes, would suggest the possibilities 
of substantial reductions in the pre ; 
vailing retail prices by marketing 
milk through retail stores. It is 4 
doubtlessly true that wholesale de 
livery routes are not generally quite 
as profitable as those referred to in : 
the above table; but cost analyses of ; 
other dealers’ businesses have shown 
that after milk has been bottled, it 
can be distributed through _ retail 
stores at a cost to the milk dealer ot 
from % to 1% cents per quart, pro- 
vided that retail stores are obliged 
to pay cash on delivery including pay- 
ment for shortages in empty bottles 
returned. Retail stores generally 
handle milk along with other goods at 
margins varying from 1, 1%, 2 and 3 
cents per quart. However, in cities I 
where a large portion of the market } i 3

stores, the prevailing margin of the 
retailer is not usually greater than 2 
cents. per quart; and in some it 
stances it is only 1% cents or even 
low as 1 cent per quart.

Editor World: You may be interested to know that on October 8th, a con- 
signment sale of Registered Holsteins was held on the County Fair Grounds near 
Altoona. One hundred and twenty-two registered Holsteins were on the 
ground consigned to the sale, but the sun set too quickly and although Col. 
Geo. W. Baxter, auctioneer, assisted by R. Austin Backus, pedigree expert, 
worked as rapidly as possibl>, there were still twenty-three animals at nine- 
thirty when Mr. Baxter had to leave for a train to meet another sale date. 
The consigners and bidders agreed by common consent to call the sale off. 

The average sale price, including nine calves that were with cows as nine 
sales, was a little over three hundred dollars. It was by far the biggest live 
stock event that has ever been planned in this part of the state. The sale 
was splendidly managed by the President of the County Holstein Association, 
L. C. Honsaker. The breeders are working together in great shape.

A report from the Cow Testing As- 
sociations of the State of Oregon for 
the month of August emphasizes the 
fact that Holsteins are holding thew 
own well in Association work. Parti- 
cularly in the Tillamook Association 
of Oregon do the Holsteins stand su- 
preme, the best herd in that Associa- 
tion being the largest Holstein herd of 
J. Honey, in which twelve cows 
showed an average production for the 
month of 47.56 lbs. butter fat from 
1392 lbs. milk. Laura of Tillamook, a 
Holstein owned by Adolph Schild of 
the Association is tied for first place 
in the state with 76.14 lbs. of butter 
fat, the other cow with a similar pro- 
duction being a Jersey, owned by Joe 
Durre of the same Association. C. N. 
Gelmore of the Tillamook Association 
owned the highest milk producer in 
the state, a Holstein that. produced 
1779 lbs. milk during the month. Mr. 
Schild had the best grade herd in the 
Tillamook Association, eight grade 
Holsteins averaging 46.78 lbs. butter 
fat from 1184 lbs. milk. 

In the Bandon-Coquille Association, 
Edwin Bougard of Bandon, Oregon, 
had the largest producing pure bred 
cow in the Association, a pure bred 
Holstein. The leader of the pure bred 
honor roll of the Clatsop Association 
was a Holstein, Salem White Lady, 
owned by Albert Johnson of Sea Side, 
Oregon, producing 1457 lbs. milk con- 
taining 64.1 Ibs. butter fat.

One quart of fresh rich milk, 1% 
cups hot water, % teaspoon salt, 1 
Lactone tablet (Manufactured by 
rarke, Davis and Co., Detroit, Michi- 
gan. 50 cents a bottle). 

Put the fresh milk in a clean, or 
hetter yet, sterilized pitcher, jar or 
bottle. 

Add the hot water, salt and crushed 
lactone tablet. Stir well; cover with 
a clean towel or napkin; leave at 
ordinary room temperature until the 
fermentation and thickening have pro- 
ceeded far enough to give the desired 
flavor and consistency. Ordinarily 24 
to 48 hours are required. The butter- 
milk should then be set away ina 
cold place until served. Before using 
it should be thoroughly beaten or 
stirred until perfectly smooth.—Pro- 
gressive Farmer.

you would like it, if your wife were to 
do her cooking with her hands and 
face dirty, or her sleeves dangling in 
the flour. Without a doubt, you would 
be the first one to say something, un- 
less of course, you were very much 
afraid of her; even then you would 
no doubt, think things about it. After 
all, it is not much trouble to have a 
towel and wash bowl in the cow 
stable. Regarding rule No. 6, put- 
ting milk on the hands while milking 
is obviously a dirty habit, while vase- 
line, besides being far cleaner, is an 
excellent thing for the cow’s teats. 
Nos. 7, 8 and 9 are simply a matter 
of dollars and cents, for no cow will 
let down her milk as quickly, or give 
as much if everybody is talking or

shouting, or doing anything that tends 
to make the cow excited. So far as 
milking quickly is concerned, this is 
one of the most important things in 
milking. 

Nos. 10 and 11 so obviously show 
common sense that they are not worth 
commenting on. 

It can easily be seen that these rules 
are as good for a big dairy as a small 
one; the only hard part about it is 
the start and the only way to get over 
that is to make up your mind to start 
right away. 

With regard to the second notice— 
the time-table—perhaps the one in this 
particular stable would not be appli- 
cable to all farmers, but the idea is 
the same. I have visited several farms 
lately and the thought that struck me

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most forcibly was the absolute lack of 
any system, even of the simplest kind. 
If a store-keeper were to run his store 
with the same lack of system as some 
farmers, I have no hesitation in saying 
that he would only be a store-keeper 
for a very short time. Now that the 
rush of harvest is over, just for an 
experiment try making a rough time- 
table to suit yourself. For example it 
might run as follows: Rise 5:30 a. m.: 
milk 6 a. m.; breakfast, 7 a. m.; start 
work, 7:30 a. m.; dinner, 12 noon, 
start work 1 p. m.; siop working 4.30 
p. m.; supper, 5 p. m.; chores and 
milking 5.30 p. m. Try this for about 
a week, and notice how much more 
pleasantly things run. In a very short 
time you will find yourself doing 
things on time, without any fixed 
time-table. For the returned men on 
the land this should be easy, just sub- 
stitute “Reveille” for rise, “cook- 
house” for meals, “fall in” for start 
work, and “retreat” when you are 
through. 

By observing a little system, you 
will soon find that although one 
works shorter hours, in the end, more 
work will be accomplished because a 
man is only at his best for a certain 
number of hours. The hired help 
question will be simpler also. Person- 
ally, I have worked on a farm for a 
year, where we started work at 6 a. 
m., worked till any time between 5 
p. m. and 7 p. m., and then muddled 
through the chores, finishing usually 
about 9 p. m., just about time to go 
to bed in order to get a decent sleep 
before going through the same rou- 
tine next day.

With live stock and their products 
on a higher plane of values than jp 
previous years there has come to 
stockmen and farmers a keener reali- 
zation of the need to stamp out animal 
diseases. This important development 
in live-stock raising was shown re. 
peatedly at the conference of State 
and Federal sanitary officials who as- 
sembled in Chicago, October 6 to 8, 
to discuss tuberculosis eradication. 

Whereas in the past the unwilling. 
ness of cattle owners to have their 
herds tested in order to locate the 
disease has been a limiting factor in ) 
the work, now there are waiting lists, 
and the problem confronting state and 
federal officials is to meet the de 
mands. Coupled with that problem is 
the need for improved methods of test- 
ing and a more uniform system of 
certifying to the health of animals so 
that stock may be shipped interstate 
with a minimum. of inconvenience and 
delay. 

First Conference of Its Kind 

The conference, called by the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Animal Industry to dis- 
cuss these problems, was the first of 
its kind, and 158 delegates from var- 
ious parts of the country were in at- 
tendance. In opening the meeting Dr. 
John R. Mohler, chief of the bureau, 
emphasized the importance of con-

Likewise he announced the deaite a 
the Federal Government to receive 
information from all sources to sup ie 
ment the work of U. §. Department % 
Agriculture investigators. A problen 
of considerable importance is the tn 
berculin testing of cattle at pubiad 
stockyards. Such testing is aimed to 
check traffic in diseased animals and 
to protect communities which hay 
little bovine tuberculosis from taten 
tion by cattle that are diseased or of 
doubtful health. This condition a 
plies especially to dairy stock and to 
breeding cattle, but in preventing jp. 
terstate movement of  tuberculoys 
animais, live-stock sanitary Officials 
recognize the need for doing the work 
in the most expeditious manner. 


Discuss Merits of Tests 


In addition to the subcutaneous test 
which has been the most widely used 
in detecting tuberculosis in live stock 
two other tests—the intradermal and 
ophthalmic—received close study and 
discussion. The intradermal test, ip 
the experience of many of the dele. 
gates, is especially useful in testing 
range cattle and those which are up. 
accustomed to handling. It has a 
field of usefulness, likewise , in very 
hot or very cold weather when the 
atmospheric temperature makes diffi- 
cult an accurate diagnosis with the 
subcutaneous test, which depends on 
a series of animal-temperature read. 
ings. 

The ophthalmic, or eye test, is an- 
other means of diagnosing tuberculo- 
sis. This test is applied to one eye, 
the other being left untreated for com- 
parison, and a characteristic appear- 
ance indicates whether the disease is 
present. The eye test thus far has 
been used chiefly either in combina- 
tion with the other tests or as a 
means of obtaining further evidence 
on suspicious cases. The discussion 
indicated the usefulnes of all three 
tests in detecting tuberculosis in live 
stock, and when used in combination 
the tests appear to be an almost un- 
failing means of diagnosing the di 
sease. As a supplement to the con- 
ference, experimental testing by the 
three methods was conducted at the 
Union Stockyards.

its effectiveness. A topic receiving 
special emphasis was the need for 
painstaking and thorough disinfec- 
tion of premises where disease has 
been found, followed by continuous at- 
tention to sanitation of buildings and 
surroundings. ; ; 
Tuberculosis in Swine 

Eradicating tuberculosis from cattle 
will practically solve the problem of 
controlling the disease among swine. 
That was the opinion of veterinary 
experts experienced in the handling 
and postmortem examination of swine 
received at the principal market cen- 
ters. By means of a simple and prac- 
tical marker, hogs may be tattooed with 
distinguishing letters and figures, and 
when disease is found by postmortem 
examination, the identity of such ani- 
mals is known. With a simple system 
of records it is thus possible to trace 
a shipment to the farm from which it 
came and stamp out infectious di- 
seases at their source. The evidence 
submitted showed that swine become 
infected with tuberculosis, principally 
from cattle, either by following them 
in feed lots or pastures, by receiving 
infected dairy by-products or by eat- 
ing tuberclous carcasses. In addition 
there are numerous other but less 
common methods by which swine con- 
tract tuberculosis. 

Officials Insist on Thorough Work 

The discussion revealed a wide dif- 
ference of conditions and problems, 
many of them intricate, but there was 
unanimous agreement on the main top- 
ic—to eradicate tuberculosis from live 
stock throughout the United States 
and to do it at the earliest possible 
time. Farmers and stockmen of the 
country virtually have set a pace in 
their demands for testing that is fas- 
ter than was anticipated a few years 
ago, but the live stock sanitary offi- 
cials are not to be outdone. The Fed- 
eral Bureau of Animal Industry is 
now producing about three times as 
much tuberculin as a year ago, and 
it is being distributed free to Federal, 
State county and municipal officials. 
Those in charge of the work in dif- 
ferent states recognized that the pres-

poten policies and methods. They 
stressed also the importance of doing 
the work thoroughly and well, so there 
will be no reaction and loss of confi- 
we stock owners may be of great 
immediate assistance In the work, 
with much benefit to themselves, if 
they will isolate all animals brought 
into their herds until such animals 
are definitely known to be healthy, and 
also will maintain clean and sanitary 
surroundings. The gradual increase 
in the number of live stock in the 
United States and also in the ship- 
ment and exchange of animals make 
disease control and eradication a prob- 
lem demanding the closest cooperation 
among live stock owners, sanitary of- 
ficials and the public in general. The 
regulations which have been found 
necessary are directed, the conference 
showed, at a small minority of con- 
scienceless people who, if unchecked, 
would spread disease all over the 
country. In addition many of the pro- 
visions regarding handling of live 
stock in interstate traffic are a check 
on carelessness or indifference to pub- 
lic welfare. It is believed that the 
great majority of live stock men, 
knowing these facts, will support regu- 
lations which are aimed to correct the 
conditions.—Office of Information, U. 
S. Department of Agriculture.

AS A MAN THINKETH 
By Noel Negley. 


“John is a good fellow but don't 
use his brains.” This and similar re. 
marks are often herd by anyone who 
mingles with his fellow men, and by 
the way, quite as often among dairy- 
men as among other folks. We would 
assume from such remarks that when 
the formula for man was made, it in- 
cluded a certain amount of brains 
which said man must use if he would 
live a useful and happy life. Too much 
has been said about people being slow 
and lazy. It is “lazy brains” rather 
than “lazy bodies’ that retard prog- 
ress. The quality of a dairyman’s 
brains are, figuratively speaking, on 
the table, where all can see. Drive 
by his farm and even casually observ: 
ing the crops, herd, etc., you can see 
how much mental effort is in use. 

A scrub bull running with a herd 
of scrub cows on a scrub pasture indi- 
cates the inactivity in certain cells of 
the owner’s brain. He probably has a 
very active body for under these con- 
ditions he would have to do very active 
physical work to exist. The farm 
management accountant would find 
that he has a labor income of about 
$333 a year, $330 of it as reward for 
physical exertion, the remaining $3.00 
for mental effort. This man has good 
brains but he does not want to wear 
them out. 


Across the road on similar land with 
similar opportunity is a man with a 
labor income of about $3330 a year,

believes that the success of a dairy 
farmer is dependent largely upon men- 
tal activity, just as that of the success- 
ful lawyer, doctor or manufacturer. 
He knows that animals are compared 
according to appearance and weight, 
but that one man is more useful than 
another largely to the extent to which 
he has developed his mental and spir- 
itual abilities over the other. This is

Talk 
ge farmer and his family and 
investigate some of the farm homes 
for an answer. The dairyman who 
thinks sees his business as a Means of 
rendering service to others and ob- 
taining happiness for himself and for 
those he loves. He sees that he is en- 
gaged in a work that if properly con- 
ducted will require of him the best 
of mental and physical activity, and 
that his rewards wiil be largely in pro- 
portion to the extent of his exertions. 
He has cause to be proud of his oc- 
cupation. He believes therefore that 
it is a fitting occupation for his sons 
and daughters and has no difficulty in 
making farm life more fascinating for 
them than the city. Thus in the 
home of the “thinking” dairyman we 
find those comforts which the returns 
from good management can buy and 
which good sense selects. 

Contrast this with the “unthinking” 
dairyman. No matter what the price 
of products or the costs of produc- 
tion the conditions of life always seem 
hard to him—in these times unthink- 
ing brawn cannot command a better 
reward. Nature does not respond to 
him with abundant crops or produc- 
tive animals because he does not study 
her and her forces. He has no vision 
of the possibilities for service or the 
opportunities for happiness—hence 
life on the dairy farm is only one 
monotonous thing after another. 

Why should there be such a condi- 
tion when it does not have to be? Ev- 
ery dairy farmer has the opportunity 
to use his head, knowing positively 
what the results are to be. For in the 
last analysis, the productiveness of 
his farm, the quality of his herd, the 
happiness and usefulnes of himself 
and family all depend upon: “As a 
man thinketh’—for so is he. 





LIVESTOCK LOSSES IN WAR 
COUNTRIES BALANCED 
BY GAINS ELSEWHERE 


Cattle, sheep and swine in nine 
countries of western Europe have de- 
creased, but have increased in other 
countries, including the United States, 
so that the present situation with re- 
spect to numbers is very much the 
same as before the war. 

American exportations of meats and 
meat products may reach the pre-war 
level before the herds and flocks of 
Europe have been increased to pre- 
war numbers. 

These are outstanding statements in 
a report on the livestock situation by 
two United States Department of 
Agriculture specialists who recently 
observed conditions in foreign coun- 
tries. 

A summary of their report follows: 

“The situation with respect to the 
total number of tive stock in nine 
countries of Western Europe and in 
the United States, Canada, Argentina, 
Australia, and New Zealand, consid- 
ered as a whole, according to the best 
information available is very much the 
same as before the war. The European 
countries are important from a con- 
suming standpoint, and the other coun- 
tries are important from a producing 
Standpoint.

Increases and Decreases 

“The most important factor to be 
considered, however, is that the to. 
tal numbers of cattle, sheep and 
swine in the nine European countries 
have decreased, while the total num- 
bers in the other countries have jp. 
creased. Cattle decreased a little more 
than 7 millions in the European coun. 
tries and increased a little more than 
sixteen millions in the other countries 
named. The loss in numbers of swine 
in the European countries amounted 
to approximately 2414 millions as com. 
pared with a gain of approximately 
17% millions in the other countries, 
The decline of sheep in the European 
countries was approximately seven 
and one-half millions and the increase 
in the other countries approximately 
four and three-fourths millions. 

Swine Situation Important. 

“Inasmuch as the greatest decrease 
in the live stock of these European 
countries was in the herds of swine, 
this phase of the situation is of vital 
importance. While some of the coun- 
tries, particularly Belgium, France and 
Italy, may try to increase their sup- 
plies of meat and to build up their 
dairy herds by the importation of a 
few live cattle, our chief interest lies 
in the future market for our surplus 
pork and lard. The length of time 
which will be required to reestablish 
the European herds of swine has been 
variously estimated at from one to 
three years. Judging from opinions ex- 
pressed by Government officials and 
stockmen in the different countries 
visited and from our observationsitap- 
pears to us that two years will elapse 
before the herds are brought back to 
the pre-war normal, that is, the herds 
will not be back to pre-war numbers 
before the latter part of 1921. This, of 
course, will depend on weather and 
crop conditions in the countries af- 
fected, the amount of grain available 
for feeding, and the rapidity with 
which the production of the dairy 
herds is increased. 

Probable Exports. 

“While the shortage of live stock in 
Europe may be felt in those countries 
for several years, it does not fol- 
low necessarily that importations of 
meat and lard equivalent to the dif- 
ference between pre-war and immed- 
iate production will be made while the 
herds and flocks are being brought 
back to the old basis. The ability to 
buy, credits and exchange, taxes, and 
the needs for retrenchment undoubt- 
edly are factors which will and must
